THIS YEAR WHAT? 

St. Luke 13:6-9 

This portion of Scripture was not 
included hy chance in the periscope 
for the New Year. As another year 
looms into the present we all feel to a 
lesser or greater degree, a certain and 
sobering realization that our world 
may not be the same by the close of 
1950. We are living in an era when 
many are experiencing “grieyous 
times.” How long we may be exempt 
from the darkness which now engulfs 
so much of the world we do not know. 

One thing we do know. Thus far 
has the Lord spared us. In many lands 
the gospel light has gone out. In oth- 
er eountries it appears to be going 
out. We still have it in our land today. 
How long shall we be permitted to 
have it and not heed it? 

Jesus relates this simple parable 
about the man who owned the vine¬ 
yard, and that owner came to exam- 
ine a certain fig tree in the vineyard. 
When he found no fruit, and none 
had been on it the previous two years, 
he ordered the vinedresser to cut it 
down. But the vinedresser pleaded 
that it might be left for another year. 
If it failed to (bring forth fruit, after 
giving it special attention, then it 
should be cut down. 

Different Bible scholars have ap- 
plied this parable to certain histori- 
cal places of past ages. It is not my 
purpose to exegete, but rather to pass 
on some direct application which con- 
cerns our lives today. For God has 
used His Word to speak to people 
down through the ages under differ¬ 
ent circumstances. Today He speaks 
to you and me. 

God is the owner of this vineyard, 
and the vinedresser He has placed 
over it is His Son. That fig tree on 
which He seeks fruit is you and me. 

You will notice this fig tree was in 
the vineyard. It had been there for a 
number of years, but the last three in 
particular, it should have produced 
fruit. If we think of the vineyard in 
terms of the visible church, and the 
fig tree as an individual in the church 
how many such fruitless trees are 
there in the vineyard today? God is 
seeking the fruit of repentanee. 

Perhaps you are one of these fruit¬ 
less trees. You assert that you have 
been reared in the church from child- 
hood up. You have been soundly in- 
doctrinated in the Christian faith. 
You have been confirmed, yes, may 
even be a communieant at the Lord’s

Is 
this not a sobering truth for our hearts 
to ponder as we face this new year 
of grace? Will the Lord spare me an- 
ther year? What if 1948 was the 
deadline year? 

If up to this time, you have lived in 
unrepentance, why not give your 
heart to Him now? Make your life 
fruitful for the Lord this year.

God Hath Spoken 

Read Hebrews 1:1-5, “God having of 
old time spoken unto the fathers in the 
prophets — hath spoken — to us in 
His Son.” 

The world has never been lacking in 
voiees that seek a hearing. We give to 
them in the measure that we assent to 
their authoritativeness. But a more 
Clarion voice has been speaking sinee 
“of old.” Sinful men first heard this 
voice “in the garden in the cool of the 
day.” It called unto Adam thus, 
“where art thou?” As the voice gave 
vent to the judgment of God upon the 
disobedience of fallen man, it drove 
him “from the Garden of Eden.” But 
the voice continued to speak down 
through the generations, not in judg¬ 
ment alone, but as a beseeching Father 
“Let him return unto Jehovah and he 
will have merey upon him — for he 
will abundantly pardon.” 

Then in the cool of another day, 
the voice spoke through an angel, 
“behold I bring you good tidings of 
great joy — for there is born to you 
— a Saviour, who is Christ the Lord.” 
The epistle for the Christmas gospel 
is this: “God hath at the end of these 
days spoken to us in His Son.” What 
hath God spoken? God hath spoken 
about our sins, even as the angel re¬ 
vealed to Joseph — “and she shall 
(bring forth a son and thou shalt call 
his name Jesus, for it is he that shall 
save his people from their sins.” The 
heralding of the birth of a Saviour by 
the angel presupposes the need of a 
Saviour. God hath spoken in His word 
that our sins are the iron curtain that 
bars us from His holy presenee. But 
more tormenting to the quickened 
conscience is the awful discovery that 
the judgment of a Holy God upon our 
sins brings separation in the eternal 
abyss of hell. This is God’s spoken ver¬ 
diet upon the sinner. Our sin corrupt 
nature gives us no other heritage than 
the family of the “children of wrath.” 

But God hath spoken in love, also. 
God hath “spoken to us in his son.” 
In the Person of Jesus Christ, God has 
revealed his redeeming love. In his 
Son, God sent a Saviour to save and to 
rescue the helpless sinner. This is the 
other side of our Holy God. A few 
weeks ago thirty-five survivors of a 
downed U.S. air force transport plane 
were rescued from two life rafts in 
the tossing Pacific, 1,200 miles from 
Honolulu. They were helpless to save 
themselves. They were exhausted af¬ 
ter 40 hours in the water. Somebody 
had to come to their rescue. In like 
manner God must save; God must 
rescue the sinking sinner in the sea of 
life. God has thrown out the life-line 
in the person of His Son, who was 
born a Saviour and who died a Re- 
deemer. We sing, “Unless Thou help 
me, I must die.” 

God has spoken “good tidings.” 
There is born to you a Saviour, who is 
Christ the Lord.” These words must 
headline our Christmas message to 
the world. This good news has not 
come to the ears of all nations even 
though God spoke it to the faithful

Han peker paa 
det som for alle og til alle tider er 
det avgjørende. Vi trenger ikke aa 
vite naar Guds rike kommer. Men vi 
trenger aa bli klar over om vi eier 
Guds rike. Eier vi det saa kan det 
komme naar som helst. Og da er vi 
ikke bange for at det skal komme, 
men kan frimodig be: Komme ditt 
rike! 

“For se, Guds rike er inneni eder.” 
D.v.s. at dersom du er et Guds barn, 
da har du Guds rike i ditt hjerte. For 
Guds rike bestaar i rettferdighet, fred 
og glede i den Hellige Aand—Rom. 
14 :17. Av den grunn arbeider et Guds 
barn for at alle andre skal faa del i 
det, ved aa tale om det, vitne med ord 
og i sitt liv, og ved sin interesse, sine 
bønner for og gaver til misjonen— 
.Jesu rikssak. 

Det store, evige skille mellom men¬ 
neskene vil komme klart til syne naar 
Jesus kommer. De som har faatt hans 
rike i hjertet, de har ogsaa sitt hjerte 
i Guds rike og lever og aander for 
det. De som ikke eier Guds rike, d.v.s. 
som ikke har tatt i mot syndenes for¬ 
latelse og det evige liv, de har verden 
i hjertet, og derfor ogsaa hjertet i 
verden. 

En ting som er karakteristisk for 
de uomvendte menneskers liv naar 
Jesus kommer, er at de eter og drik¬ 
ker, morer seg, planter og selger, 
hygger og gifter seg. Slik som det var 
paa Noas tid. Noa var gift, han plant¬ 
et og arbeidet, men det karakteris¬ 
tiske ved ham var at han arbeidet paa 
slektens frelse. Hans hjerte var ikke 
i denne verden, i mat og drikke, men 
i Guds vilje. 

Naar riket kommer skal alle se 
Jesus slik som ingen kan unngaa aa 
se lynet naar det kommer. Men de 
som har sitt hjerte i verden skal 
tenke først paa aa redde sitt gods og 
ikke forstaa at det er Jesus som kom¬ 
mer. De skal løpe for aa hente sin 
eiendom, fordi de tror at det kommer 
lyn og jordskjelv og ulykker. Og det 
skal gaa som det gikk med Lots hus¬ 
tru, sier Jesus. For naar ditt hjerte er 
i Sodoma, saa vil du ogsaa dele Sod- 
omas skjebne.

Spørsmål: 

Da jeg stiftet hjem tenkte jeg at 
det skulle bli et kristent hjem og 
av den grunn sluttet jeg mig til en 
luthersk menighet.

Svar:

De burde bli 
enige om at vende sig til Gud og søke 
frelse for sin sjel. 

Det neste blir at innføre en kristen 
husordning i hjemmet. Til en saadan 
husordning hører Guds ord og bønn. 
Der bør bedes med barna og der bør 
tales om aandelige ting med barna. 
Der bør holdes husandakt i hjemmet, 
og dernest maa livet være slik at det 
stemmer med Guds ord. Vi kan ikke 
vente at verdslige mennesker har 
noen trang til aa innføre en saadan 
husorden. Der maa bli en indre driv- 
; kraft. Der maa bli en ny lyst og leng- 
! sel. 

Du vil da forstaa at det første du 
trenger er, at du blir vakt og omvendt 
til Gud, og jeg kan nesten forstaa av 
dette spørsmaal, at du er vakt opp 
til at se at noe er galt baade med dig 
, selv og med dit hjem. 

Spørsmaalet blir da om du vil ta 
dette skridt. Det kan synes vanske- 
ligt at bryte med det gamle tilvante, 
men det gaar. 

Vi kjendte en husfar med mange 
barn, hvor der hadde vært lite der 
minnet om et kristent hjem, men saa 
blev faren vakt og omvendt, og da 
følte han at der maatte bli en forand- 
' ring i hans hjem. En morgen da de 
satt ved frokostbordet sa han: Idag 


meget vanskeligt at kunne opprett¬ 
holde det kristne preg i hjemmet. 

For det første har vi radioen. Der 
er meget godt, men der er mer av det 
der er ondt og ødeleggende for hjem¬ 
met. I mange hjem aapner man opp 
for alt det stygge og slibrige der 
strømmer inn med Hollywood i spid- 
sen. Hvis at noen kom paa besøk til 
oss og begynte aa fortelle slike lave 
og urene historier, som dem der kom¬ 
mer over radioen, do ville vi vise dem 
ut av huset, men paa samme tid kan 
man tillate at hjernmet fylles av de 
mest haarreisende morder historier og 
lave og urene kjærlighets historier og 
alt dette onde setter sine merker paa 
saadanne hjem. 

Til alt dette kommer ogsaa “comic” 
bøker og blader. Der er nok en del 
av disse der kan kalles noksaa uskyl¬ 
dige, men de fleste er ikke annet enn 
lerebøker i forbrytelser. I de fleste 
hjem kan man se store bunker av 
blader og bøker av den mest nedbry¬ 
tende karakter og saa kan man paa 
samme tid vente at hjemmet skal 
være et rett kristent hjem.

Det maa være noe haarreisende. Det 
maa være noen kjærlighetshistorier 
der ender i skilsmisse eller mord. Kan 
man vente annet enn at der blir 
mange ødelagte hjem og at den løss¬ 
lupne moral øver en nedbrytende 
makt over den oppvoksende slekt.

For some years past we have tried 
to interest the women in recording 
the histories of their Ladies’ Aids. We 
would like a record of the organizers, 
members, officers of the pioneer aids, 
so we may preserve these for the fu- 
ture generations. There are many in¬ 
teresting events if we would but take 
time to put them down on paper and 
send them to the Circuit and District 
historians. Try to get some of the old¬ 
er members to tell you about the early 
days. They can remember events of 
the early years and love to tell them. 
A Yorkton Circut Aid tells in its his- 
tory of driving as far as ten miles to 
Aid with oxen and wagon; taking the 
oilcloth from the kitchen table along 
so the family might be protected 
should it rain. A smudge in a pail was 
also carried along in the wagon for 
protection from mosquitoes. It was 
an all day affair, not only for the 
women but for the men and children 
too—dinner and lunch were served— 
and no house was “too small” for the 
Ladies’ Aid. 

One Ladies’ Aid tells of a president 
who has served fifteen years, another 


of two charter members who have 
held offices almost continually for 
forty years. You see it really isn’t 
very hard to sit down and write inter- 
esting things that have happened. By 
putting all these accounts together 
we will have a very interesting his- 
torieal album and will be able to keep 
the memories of those who have 
started the work, and be inspired to 
press on to the goal Jesus Christ, who 
is ever before us.
